Ilfnavelhe 
hird a very snrdl brain with which to 
direct the movements of the machine, 
li'.:t lie i;.ive mm a much larti-r 
tir.iin in proportion to that of the bird." 
All this is paraphrased fat the one word 

Hi.ime"' 

"Here," says Fdis.in of the vulture, 
is a natural fl>inK machine which is a 
thousand times as heavy as the air it 
ilispl.ices. There is nothing but a ma- 
chine .Hid ," It. .Ml, and it is ii '* 
.1 verj' rcinarkatile machine, either.'' And 
then in self-evident disgust: "Why is it 
il.at 111. Ill .Mi.n I in.ikc a flying machitu 
as ctVicient as a bird? 

"A lot of people say that it was never 
meant th ;t m.in shoii'd fly, th.it if na- 
uire had intended such a thing man 
Aould have been provided with the 
ri' ccssary machiiK rv in liN !■ "I\ s-k I-.

For one thing, 
we h.ive onh recently, in our attempts 
to tlv. '' :i ' iT trying tO be ori,: 1 .11 I 
endeavored to copy the bird, the handi- 
woric of nature. It is a significant fact 
that only siiKo we have I 'oked to thr 
bird for the secret of flight has there 
been built a nuchine lirith an indisput- 
alile record of ever so small 1 

di&tance. Only since we have begun to 
imitate the bird h.r. e the Wise men be- 
come convinced that we will yet fly 
.\nd some day — some day — ah, who 
would not like his name to go rolling 
down the ages as the inventor of the 
first machine to demonstrate beyond the 
shadinv of a il" t' e complete con- 
quest of the air b> man? 

Though man, when he flies, will fly 
like the Ini !-. it (l'>es not necessarily 
follow that the tlying machine, on ac- 
count of its structure, might be taken 
I r S'linc 1 surviving aiitideluvian in- 
habitant of the air.
